In rejecting the proposition to 
issue $32,124.500 worth of bonds 
for highways, voters withheld 
funds needed by St. Louis coun- 
ty to do its part in working out 
an over-all solution for the traf- 
fic problems of the metropolitan 
area, it was pointed out. 

Since expressways in the city 
must be integrated with the 
major traffic arteries of the 
county, defeat of the highway 
bonds leaves the city uncertain 
as to where its expressways 
should be routed and blocks 
planning for the area as a 
whole. 

Program to Be Restudied. 

In an effort to end this im- 
passe, county officials this week 
will begin a restudy of the traf- 
fic situation, hoping to work out 
a county program that will be 
more acceptable to the voters. 
| As a first step, Supervisor Lu- 
| man F. Matthews will meet here 
|Tuesday with Mayor Raymond 
| R. Tucker of St. Louis and Rex 
M. Whitton, chief engineer of 
the Missouri Highway Depart- 
ment. The Mayor’s participation 
underlines the vital interest of 
the city in the county's highway 
program.

SURVEY SHOWS 


Citics Have Long- 


Term Ills More Serious 


Than Post-Christmas President to Explain Aims on Sharing With 
Allies and Development Program 
for Private Industry.

CHICAGO, Feb. 13 (AP) — 
America’s _ industrial centers 
hardest hit\by the post-Christ- 
mas business\slackoff still have 
more peo working and fewer 
on relief than during recession 
year 1949. 


This was shown in an Asso- 
ciated Press spot check of con- 
ditions in all 22 big city areas 
which have been classed by the 
labor department as distress re- 
gions with substantial unem- 
ployment. The designation gives 
them special preference in get- 
ting government contracts. 
The survey was designed to 
show what industries are chief- 
ly affected, the extent of unem- 
ployment, the cause of the job- 
lessness and the future outlook. 

Showings of Survey. 

The survey indicated: 

1. The current business let- 
down has been scarcely a fac- 
tor in the economic problems 
besetting some regions. More 
than three-fourths of the areas 
in the present distress cate- 
gory already were classed 
there as far back as 1952 or 
earlier. They have been 
plagued by long-range eco- 
nomic problems. Chief among 
them are a lessened demand 
for coal and textiles from 
some eastern regions or a big 
labor supply with only season- 
al job opportunities in some 
southern states. 


2. Unemployment is as bad 
or worse than in 1949 in most 
of the regions suffering from 
chronic long-range economic 
problems, but the opposite is 
true in the big Midwest indus- 
trial centers. Unemployment. 
compensation benefits ee 
ly are carrying the load in 
hard-hit Midwest centers with 
little, if any, increase in relief 
rolls. 

3. Spokesmen for local state 
employment offices in dis- 
tressed cities in the industrial 
Midwest gerierally forecast no 


change in the next 30 days 
with a slight upturn in manu- 
facturing and the normal up- 
swing in non-manufacturing 
starting in the spring. 

4. The affected cities can- 
not rely too heavily on the 
Federal Government's contract 
program to solve their prob- 
lems. A spokesman for the 
Office of Defense Mobiliza- 
tion in Washington said no 
contracts have yet been 
awarded under the distressed 
area policy and that two or 
more months may be required 
to get the plan into operation. 
One official, pointing to the 
cutback in defense spending, 
said the program will not be 
a “Santa Claus” operation and 
will provide neither immediate

Message on Atomic Energy Uses 
Going to Congress This Week

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Feb. 13 
(UP)—President Eisenhower will 
ask Congress next week to let 


more atomic know-how be 
passed on to American allies 
abroad and to encourage its con- 
version to peacetime use by pri- 
vate enterprise at home, it was 
disclosed today. 

The President's two-fold plan 
to make the best use of the top 
atomic position of the United 
States was described by the 
White House as a follow-up 
to the recommendations he 
sketched briefly in his January 
message on the State of the 
Union. 

It will have no connection, 
press secreatry James C. Hag- 
erty said, with Eisenhower's De- 
cember. proposal to the United 
Nations. That was creation of a 
special U.N. pool of fissionable 
material and atomic knowledge. 

Hagerty made the announce- 
ment of the special atomic mes- 
sage after the President had 
gone guail hunting on the plan- 
tation of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury George M. Humphrey.

Prospects that citizens of St. 
Louis and St. Louis county will 
be permitted to vote soon on a 
plan for a metropolitan transit 
district were greatly lessened by 
a statement issued yesterday by 
the transit board of freeholders. 

John W. Giesecke, secretary of 
thie board, which has prepared 
a tentative draft of such a plan, 
said jhe board may not be able 
to meet the deadline of Feb. 23, 
only*nine days away, for sub- 
mission of the final draft if it is 
to be voted on in late May as 
originally proposed. 

Under the terms of the 1945 
Constitution, the board of free- 
holders has one year from the 
date of its appointment in which 
to certify a completed plan to 
the election boards of the city 
and county. That year expires 
on March 31. ‘ 

However, the Constitution also 
provides that an election ‘on the 
plan must be ‘held not less than 
90 days after submission thereof 
but not within 70 days of any 


state or county primary or gen- 
eral election day in the city or 
county. 4 

Earliest Date Next January. 


If the plan is not submitted 
by Feb. 23, the election could 
not be held until 90 days later 
and it would then fall within 70 
days of the August primary elec- 
tion. The general election in 


November is less than 140 days 
after the primary. Hence, the | 
earliest possible date after the | 
general elecion would be Jan. 12. |

Mistrust of President, Congress, and Supreme Court | 
Reflected in Proposal for Radical Change in the 
Constitutional Ordering of Foreign Relations — 
Primary Facts Presented in Seni and Answers.

RADICAL change in the constitutional ordering of our foreign relations 
is proposed under the Bricker Amendment — now in the form of a joint 
_ yesolution on which debate in the United States Senate is scheduled to be 
resumed this week, If passed by a two-thirds vote in the Senate and the 


House of Representatives ‘it will go to the state legislatures. 


If three-fourths 


of the states approve it will become a part of the Constitution. 


The proposal associated with the name 
of the Republican Senator from Ohio, John 
WwW. Bricker, is an attempt to limit the | 
making powers of the President 
and to restrict greatly his power to 
negotiate executive agreements with for- 
eign governments. 

The following questions and answers 
may help clarify some of the primary facts 
of the Bricker Amendment controversy:

Q. What is necessary for an executive 
agreement to become effective? 


A. ‘che Constitution does not mention

In some cases such agreements include 
the written qualification that they will not 
take effect until Congress has acted.. Many 
agreements, in any event, require the ap- 


ect, and in this way Congress 
is able to assert its authority. 

Q. What determines whether in a given 
instancé an agreement with a foreign gov- 
ernment is put in the form of a treaty or 
of an executive agreement? 

A, The dividing line is extremely hazy. 
Historically, neither Presidents nor the 


Senate have been able to arrive at any 


definition. 

Q. Does the Bricker Amendment help 
clarify the difference between treaties and 
executive agreements? 

A. Not at all. 

Q. Does Congress now have any ‘power 
over treaties, once they are approved by 
the Senate? 

A. Treaties may be modified by Con- 
gress—or repealed. The classic example is 
the Chinese Exclusion Case. A Chinese 
who had lived in the United States for 
some time had returried to China for a 
visit. His right of re-entry into the United 
States had been assured by a treaty with 
China, but in 1888, while he was in the 
middle of the Pacific Ocean on the re- 
turn trip, Congress passed a law denying 
Chinese the right of re-entry. - 

The Supreme Court upheld the law 
which overrode and nullified the treaty— 
at least so far as the Chinese and the 
American immigration officers.were con- 
cerned. A foreign nation, under such cir- 

cumstances, would still be able to claim 
that the treaty had been violated and we

A. Prof. Zechariah Chafee Jr., of the 
Harvard Law School, noted authority on 
constitutional law, says: “Both a treaty 
and a law of Congress are subject to the 
Constitution as interpreted by the Supreme

A. Judicial opinion seems to be that not | 
only can Congress modify. or repeal an 
executive agreement, but such an agree- 
ment must be in conformity with existing 
congressional legislation. 


AN EXECUTIVE. AGREEMENT is not 
a clearly defined document; it may not be 
a document at all, but only an informal 
oral understanding between diplomats con- 
cerning the treatment of ships in harbor, 
the rights of a toufist or a matter of cere- 
monial. Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles has referred to some 10,000 execu- 
tive agreements. relating to the NATO 
treaty alone. 

The number of formal, signed and sealed 
“executive agreements is, of course, con- 
siderably smaller. The State Department 


treaty section estimates that there have: 


been about 2000 such agreements since 
1920. Postal regulations accounted for 200 
of these; until a few years ago such agree- 
ments were made by the Post Office De- 
partment, not the State Department. Other 
typical executive agreements included in 
the 2000 were concerned with: economic 
and technical co-operation, 145; civil air 
routes and services, 114; health and san- 
itation, 101; educational programs, 86; mili- 
tary missions, 101; mutual defense assist- 
ance, “44, and passports and visa matters, 
38. 

How is a President to know whether 
he should make a treaty or an executive 
agreement? 

President Monroe entered into an execu- 
tive agreement with Britain in 1817, 
limiting naval forces on the Great Lakes. 
A year later he began to wonder whether 
he should have done this on his own 
authority and submitted the question to 
the Senate, asking “whether this is such 
an arrangement as the executive is 


competent to enter into, or is such an. 


one as requires the advice and consent 
of the Senate.” 


The Senate approved President Mon- 
roe’s agreement with Britain—but_ re- 
fused to say whether it was an executive 
‘agreement or a treaty. No one knows to 
this day what kind of an arrangement 
it was. But it worked. 


In general, of course, executive agree- 
ments are likely to be narrower in scope 
than treaties, often cover technical prob- 
lems of international co-operation, fre- 
quently are negotiated to meet immediate 
situations. The habit of Presidents has 
changed with time, however: There were 
more treaties than executive agreements 
for the first 100 years under the Constitu- 
tion; during the last 10 years the ratio 
has been running 10 to 1, with treaties 
in the minority.

implied, for it will not become effective 
until legislative approval has been ob- 
tained, and that, under our system, may 
be a difficult process. Increasingly, how- 
ever, foreign governments have come to 
understand our system, and the limitations 


it imposes on the executive branch. 
The Bricker Amendment, of course, 


would add to those limitations, make ne- |

| the authority of our negotiators still fur- 
ther and increase greatly the tentative 
quality of the signature of the President 
or Secretary of State on any treaty or 
executive agreement. The temptation to 
avoid the treaty process by devious means, 
if any could be found, certainly would be 
increased. 

Not all treaties and executive agree- 
ments have beer of the same merit, as seen 
in the light of history, Would the Bricker 
Amendment prevent the conclusion of bad 
treaties and bad agreéments? 

The answer seems to be that the Brick- [ 
er Amendment simply would make the 
conclusion of all international agreements 
—good and bad alike—more difficult. 

At Yalta, for instance, certain conces- 
sions were made to Russia in order to as- 
sure Russian participation in the war 


bomb made Russian participation unnec- 
essary. There does not seem to be any 
evidence that the Bricker - Amendment 
would have prevented the Yalta agreement. 

That part of what went.on at Yalta which 
did not concern “internal law” would not 
be subject to Bricker Amendment restric- 
tions. It is, moreover, difficult to see how 
a President, in wartime, could submit to 
Congress his plans for an attack on an 
enemy without telegraphing his punches. 

“It is easy to see mistakes after an 
event,” Prof. Chafee-said. “Probably some 
mistakes were made at Yalta. 

“But it seems to be the case that our 
diplomats were following military advice, 
and I suppose that Congress would have 
approved the Yalta agreement if the Presi- 
dent had seen fit to submit it.”

PROF. CHAFEE AGREES that many ex- 
ecutive actions have gone pretty far. He 
mentioned, in particular, “Theodore Roose- 
velt’s action on Panama, Woodrow Wil- 
son’s action against Mexico, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s destroyer deal and Harry S. 
Truman’s action in Korea. 

“The President’s powers are very 
wide,” Prof. Chafee added, “but Con- 
_ gress probably could have stopped any 
of these actions if it had wished to. 

Perhaps the widest stretch of the Presi- 

dent’s powers was Lincoln’s action in 

raising an army after Fort Sumter was 
fired on. The Constitution specifically

act fast, and Congress was not in ses- 
sion.” 

Future treaties or executive agreements 
which some Bricker Amendment backers 
hope to stop include those worked out in 
United Nations deliberations. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee report 
favorable to the Bricker Amendment de- 
clared that “the committee is informed 
that over 200 treaties are in various stages 
of preparation in the United Nations or its 
affiliated agencies . . .” Bricker backers 
say the new Amendment is necessary to 
prevent these “200 treaties” from invad- 
ing states’ rights. 

The facts are that there are 54 com- 


pleted U.N. conventions and 13 more are 


being drafted. Six of these conventions 
have been approved by the United States 
Senate— mostly those dealing with nar- 
cotics, obscene literature and prostitution. 
Nine more conventions are pending in the 
Senate, including one for the prevention 
and punishment of genocide—the destruc- 
tion. of races.or o “groups of human 
beings. 

“Even if we assume that a vew bad 
treaty might. be submitted by the United 
Nations,” asks Prof. Chafee, “why do we 
need a constitutional améndment to pro- 
tect us from it? If the treaty is bad, past 
experience indicates that either the Presi- 
dent would not sign it or at least 33 Sen- 
ators would vote against it.” 

The Bricker Amendment, however, is in 
effect a statement of mistrust at once of 
the President, of Congress and of the Su- 
preme Court. It would substitute auto- 
matic processes, no matter how cumber- 
some, for rational human decisions. 

Such automatic processes, however, may 
have unexpected results. The famous 
“which clause” in the Bricker Amendment 
is supposed to protect states’ rights. Would 
it in fact do so? 

Under the “which clause” provision, a 
treaty or executive agreement would have 
to be activated by legislation, and such 
legislation—if it were an act of Congress— 
could not invade the province reserved by 
the Constitution for the.states. Thus it 
would seem thaf,some types of treaties and 
agreements would have to receive the ap- 
proval of all 48 states. 


Prof. Chafee, however, believes that 
the Supreme Court might well render 
such an improbable procedure unneces- 
sary, in the vital national interest, by 
the simple process of interpreting even 
more broadly than at present, the powers 
ef the Congress, and constricting even 
more narrowly the powers of the states. 

“Thereby,” Prof. Chafee said, “this pro- 
vision of the Bricker Amendment would 
have the opposite effect from the one in- 
tended.”

Missouri Population Lags 


Behind National Increase 
Despite a Recent Upturn 


State May Lose Additional Seats in National House of 
Representatives After 1960 Census—People Moving 
Out of Rural Areas in Midwest—Going to Cities, 
Particularly in Newer Sections of the Nation. 


years of the decade. 

Recently revised estimates of the Bu- 
reau of the Census, covering the period 
1950-1953, show that Missouri's net civil- 
ian gain was 1.6 per cent against a na- 
tional average of 4.3. The state was 
thirty-third in percentage of growth. 

After the 1950 census, which showed 
Missouri increased in total population by 
4.5 per cent compared with a gain of 14.5 
for the nation, the inevitable reapportion- 
ment by Congress cut the state’s allotnrent 
of seats from 13 to 11. 

Missouri's position in the 1950-1953 esti- 
mate is somewhat encouraging because the 
previously issued figures for the decade's 
first two years gave the state a net popu- 
lation loss of 3 per cent and placed it 
thirty-sixth in the union, 

The niew three-year census figures, re- 
leased last month, indicate an apparent 
reversal of:a downward trend for Mis- 
souri. It is obvious, however, that the 

. state must do better, vis-a-vis its fast- 
growing competitors, or lose ground not 
only in Congress but in other fields 
wherein population is the yardstick. 


Here is a population box-score, It ranks 
the states by percentage of civilian growth 
estimated for the period April 1, 1950, to 
July 1, 1953. The colunm at right gives, 
for purposes of comparison, the percent- 
age of gain or loss in total population for 
the decade ended in 1950.

farms and looking for the “main 
chance” in urban areas, They come 
from the Missouri area, dominantly ag- 
ricultural, with few cities, and go to the 
newer, booming areas, where cities are 
growing “from scratch.” 


Another factor in the exodus from the 
national heartland, perhaps less important, 
is the growing number of persons who 
take themselves off in search of a better 
climate, high mountains, the seashore. 
Many midwesterners, on retirement, find 
their way to Florida or California, Some 
do not wait, 


Census figures for 1949-50 show that the 
number of people who moved away from 
Missouri in that year was 11,410 more 
than the number moving into the state. 
Similarly, Iowa showed a net migration 
loss of 1725, Nebraska 2875, Kansas 1095, ~- 
North Dakota 4155, Arkansas 17,520, nee: 
tucky 13,650, and Illinois 23,790. 


In the same period, Florida gained. by 
66,350 while the West and Southwest 
showed sizable migration increases for 
the year. California had 34,960, New 
Mexico 11,085, Colorado 10,665 and Texas 
68,885. 


David Carpenter, assistant professor of 
sociology at Washington University, points 
out that a population adjustment is not 
necessarily a cause for concern. Some ap- 
parent state-to-state transfers, indeed, are 
statistical vagaries in that they reflect 
what is merely population redistribution 
within the same metropolitan area. 


For example, a St. Louisan who bought 
a home in Belleville would show up on 
the Illinois side of the census ledger. and 
a Kansas City (Mo.) citizen who moved to 
. suburb in Kansas would be counted 
ere. 


As for the long-range migrations, .a 
thesis now being prepared at the univer- 
sity by Adam Wnuczek, a graduate student 
in sociology, indicates that Missouri lost 
2550 citizens to Texas, 1160 to California 
and 1020 to Florida in the 1949-50 migra- 
tion. Meanwhile the state received 1530 
new citizens from Arkansas and 495 from 
Mississippi, o. two largest donors. 


THE expect of Missouri illus- 
trates clearly the way metropolitan cen- 
ters are growing while rural population 
declines. From 1940 to 1950, St. Louis 
city population increased 5 per cent and 
Kansas City 14.4. 

This was slow growth, but St. Louis 
county was up 48.2 per cent for the 
decade and Clay and Jackson counties, 

in the Kansas City area, rose by 48.7 

and 13.2 per cent. 

Of this state’s 115 counties, only 25 
showed increases in population in 1940- 
1950. In every one of the 25 cases the in- 
crease can be explained as an instance of 
urban increase exceeding rural decline, it 
is pointed out by Robert M. Crisler, as- 
sistant professor of geology at Washington 
University. 

Census maps of Missouri dating from 
1890 indicate, Crisler observes, how popu- 
lation of the rich north and northwestern 
counties in the corn belt began declining 
about 1900. The Ozark counties generally 
had increases up to 1940, then began to 
slip. Now the bootheel counties, in the 
cotton belt, are leveling off after spec- 
tacular gains in the 1930s. 

A point emphasized by Carpenter, Cris- 
ler and another faculty member, Irvin So- 
bel, assistant professor of economics, was 
that the rich farm counties, where mech- 
anization is profitable, are often the first 
to show population losses. Atchison, Noda- 
way, and Saline counties, the state’s best 
corn-producers in 1952, have had steady 
declines since 1930. 

At the same time Sobel believes the 
exodus from the farms may be worse in 
Missouri than in other comparable states 
because there is a good deal of subsistence- 
type, hill-grubbing farming here. “These 
are the first areas to be depopulated when 
there are alternative sources of income,” 
he said. 

Roy Wenzlick of St. Louis, a nationally 
known real estate economist, takes a philo- 
sophic view not only of Missouri's losses 
from the ‘farms but also of population 
shifts from the city and region, He thinks 
the marginal producer is better away from 
the plow. As for the cities, they are vice 
tims of an inexorable trend. 

“The older cities, or great parts of 
them,” he said, “are obsolete. That is 
true of a great part of St. Louis. If 
becomes far easier for people to move. 
to new communities. They go out to thé. 
suburbs and to new cities, where 
ern shopping centers and adequate 
ing space are to be found.”

“Let’s See What Can Be Done 


Three weeks ago the Post-Dispatch printed a 
table, based on Federal Census Bureau estimates, 
which disclosed that Missouri, doubtless for the 
first time in its history, had lost population. The 
period covered was 1950-52, the first two-year 
period following the 1950 cen’us. Our table at 
that time showed that Missouri stood thirty-sixth 
among the 48 states in terms of population gain 
or loss. ' 

We are glad to report that a more recent set 
of official estimates, covering the first three 
years of the new decade, 19503, brightens the 
Missouri picture, at least a little.’ Instead of 
a civilian population loss of three tenths of one 
per cent, as the 1950-52 figures showed, Missouri 
is now eredited with a 1.6 per cent gain on the 
basis of the first three years. 

A revised table, including aiso the percentage 
of gain or loss for each state in the decade, 
1940-50, is included in an illuminating article 
by William K. Wyant Jr. on the title page of 
this section. As the new list shows, Missouri 
moves up three notches to thirty-third place. 

If this rate of growth continues—and it was 
hardly helped by last year’s drouth—Missouri’s 
gain for the 1950-60 decade will be akin to that 
in 1940-50 when it was 4.5—a rate of population 
growth far below the national average which 
was 14.5 per cent. 

. . 7 iy 

On the basis of the 4.5 per cent gain, 1940-50, 
Missouri was reduced from 13yto 11 seats 
in the national House of Representatives. Pre- 
viously this state lost three seats from its high 
point of 16 seats after the 1930 census. The 
prospect is clear. --.Unless Missouri is able to 
arrest this trend very soon, after the 1960 
census the state will have only 10 or even fewer 
Representatives. That would mean also fewer 
votes in the national conventions and in the 
presidential balloting in the Electoral College. 

Obviously there is no merit in quantity alone 
and this includes population as well as every- 
thing else. Nevertheless the facts about the na- 
tional population have a bearing on Missouri 
and its eight neighbor states since all of them 
either are growing at a rate no better than the 
national average or are showing losses. (The 
population losers, 1950-53, include five of Mis- 
souri’s neighbors: Arkansas, Kentucky, lowa, Ok- 
lahoma and Tennessee.) 

For perhaps the one most certain thing about 
the United States in the decades ahead is its 
population growth. Now 161,000,000, the figure 
is expected to be 178,000,000 in 1960 and 250,- 
000,000 in 1990. The national gain between . 
1950 and 1960 is computed at 18 per cent. De- 

velopment, advantage, opportunity—.benefits of 
many kinds will follow the people. 
- 


Mr. Wyant’s inquiry sets forth some of the 
causes for the plight of this region. These 
causes need to be studied carefully. When they 
are understood they can in part at least be 
offset. What is needed in Missouri is a thor- 
ough stock-taking under the auspices of Gov. 
Donnelly. He should assemble a group of citi- 
zens representing the major elemerits of life in 
Missouri and from all parts of the state. These 
citizens should collect the full facts. They 
should make recommendations. They should. 
see what can be done in Missouri—just as lead- 
ers in St. Louis and St. Louis county are moving 
against local decay. 

Since it is a regional problem, representatives 


. of Missouri and its eight neighbors should get 


together and see if a regional attack is pos- 
sible.. Gov. Cherry of Arkansas has already 
commented on the first Post-Dispatch table. 
What does Gov. Donnelly think? What ob- 
servations do Missouri's Senators, Hennings 
and Symington, and our Congressman have? 
What are the views of members of the State 
Legislature? What do other officials think? 

The Post-Dispatch will welcome ‘comments 
about this problem.

‘Nor Should We Forget . . .’ 


Because of the importance of the Supreme 
Court decision sustaining a state conviction 
based*on admittedly “illegal search and seizure” 
in Irvine vs. California, we print under the 
cartoon today extracts from five opinions in that 
case. Each reader deserves the opportunity to 
find out for himself just what the court has done 
to the historic premise that “a man’s home is his 
castle.” Each reader should see how little the 
Bill of Rights counts at times. 

The decision is all the more depressing when 
it is realized that it results from a change in 
the personnel of the Supreme Court. Except for 
the precedent in a similar case, Wolf vs. Colo- 
rado, decided in 1949, Justiee Clark says he 
would have upheld the conviction. 

Yet Justice Clark and Justice Minton suc- 
ceeded the late Justices Rutledge and Murphy 


both of whom strongly dissented in the Wolf ~- 


case. Thus if Justice Rutledge and Murphy 
were still on the bench, they with Justices 
Douglas, Black, Frankfurter and Burton would 

_have made a majority in thé Irvine case. The 
state conviction based.on a revolting and per- 
sistent trespass of a man’s home, including his 
bedroom, would have been rejected. Only Chief 
Justice Warren and Justices Reed and Jackson 
would have been on the side upholding the con- 
viction, 

The issue is not the iljegality of the California 
defendant's miserable business. He was a horse- 
race Bookmaker. He should have been appre- 
hended and prosecuted—but not through shock- 
ingly lawless search. And:why should the law- 
breaker’s rights be respected under the Con- 
stitution? Judge Learned Hand phrased it mem- 
orably more than 25 years ago in United States 
vs. Kirschenblatt: “Nor should we forget that 
what seems fair enough against a squalid 


huckster of bad liquor may take on a 
ferent face, if used by a government 
to suppress political opposition under the guise 
of sedition.” fl . 

That, in a nutshell, is why this new 5-to-4 
decision is wrong—and why sooner or later it 
will be reversed. “4 


Mr. McLeod on the Hustings 

After three days of contradictory explanations 
from ill-informed information officers at the 
State Department, the facts appear to have been 
established on the political adventures of R. W. 
Scott McLeod during Lincoln week. my 

Mr. McLéod, the deiegate of Senators Brid 
and McCarthy to the State Department, left his 
desk as personnel chief and security officer’ 
there to make a series of highly partisan 
speeches to Republican gatherings in the hinter- 
land. He was still on the Government payroll 
while edifying the G.O.P., though listed ag on 
annual leave. His expenses were paid by the lo- 
cal G.O.P. organizations which sought edification 
from him. And he was not, in the opinion of the 
State Department, violating the Hatch Act, 
which forbids political activity by certain ranks 
of Government employes. . 

The last point is the interesting one, For it 
appears that when Mr. McLeod was plafining his 
political foray he asked the counsel of the State 
Department whether he could embark on it 
without violating the Hatch Act. The counsel 
said O.K. Just to make suré, Mr. McLeod sought 
the opinion of the Civil Service Commission, 
and was told that political activity by him would 
violate the Hatch Act. Whereupon he turned 
again to the counsel of the State Department, 


was told again that he wduld be in the clear, | f 


and happily went off to the political hustings. 

Whether the Civil Service Commission or the 
State Department counsel was right in inter- 
preting thé Hatch Act in the case of Mr. McLeod, 
only the courts could say. But an ordinarily con-, 
scientious and sensitive Government official 
would not heed. a court opinion to tell him what 
to do in such circumstances. 

An ordinarily conscientious and sensitive offi- 
cial would simply decide that if his case were 
so ambiguous as to bring forth conflicting legal 
opinions, then the honest course was to obey 
the law, just in case it did apply. 

Mr. McLeod chose, instedd, to exploit a par- 
ticularly sensitive State Department post for 
political purposes. 

Neither he nor Secretary of State Dulles 
should be surprised that the immediate result 
is a movement in Congress to amend the Hatch 
Act so that Government security officers will 
unquestionably be barred from political activity. 
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One Step to Tyranny 

Marshall F. Bannell, former N.B.C. corre- 
spondent in. Guatemala; describes that Central 
Ameérican country as Communist-controlled. It 
was for such descriptions that he and Sydney 
Gruson of The:New York Times were expelled 
by the Guatemalan Government, 

The Arbenz Government maintains it is not 
under Communist influence..

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Vatican Treasures in St. Louis 

With the selection of architects to draw up 
plans, the project to build the Pope Pius XII 
Library at St. Louis University takes a long 
step in the direction of reality. It means that 
the time approaches when St. Louis wil! be the 
center for research and study by Roman Catho- 
lie scholars and many historians in the United 
States apart from church affiliation. For the li- 
brary that is to bear the name of the present 
Pope will be the one research center in the 
world with microfilm copies of the manuscripts 
and other treasures of the Vatican Library. A 
second set of prints will be kept at an undisclos- 
ed “safe” place as a precaution. 

The inception of this idea goes back about five 
years. Jesuit scholars at St. Louis University of- 
fered a new curriculum in medieval studies, only 
to find that they lacked adequate research ma- 
terial. The Rev. Lowrie: J. Daly, S.J., young his- 
tory instructor, suggested that the Vatican Li- 
brary be reproduced on microfilm and estab- 
lished as a reseafch center at St. Louis Univer- 
sity. In its way it was a daring proposal, but 
the Rev. Paul C. Reinert, S.J., the university's 
president, at once saw its possibilities. He sent 
the request through church channels to Rome 
where it was approved. 

Thereupon the Knights of Columbus assumed 
the whole cost of the microfilming. Eventually 
about 500,000 manuscripts will be preserved 
on reels. of film totaling some 3,000,000 feet. 
Luke E. Hart of St. Louis, who will be tendered 
a testimonial dinner tonight at Hotel Jefferson, 
sponsored the foundation under which the li- 
brary project developed. Almost every known 
language is represented in the films that have 
been available for scholarly use at DuBourg 
Hall for the past year. Thus there has come to 
St. Louis in a half dozen years a collection of 
materials that took many ceaturies and all 
Christendom to build up in the Eternal City., 
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A Sad Fate in Store 

It’s too bad about Jasper county, Iowa.

Is a Man’s Home Still His Castle? | i 


Excerpts From Opinions in the Recent United States Supreme Court Judgment in 
Irvine vs. California, Upholding a Conviction Based on ‘Illegal Search and Seizure’ .- 


Justice Jackson: 


This case involves constitutional quyes- 
tions growing out of methods employed 
to convict petitioner on charges of 
horse-race bookmaking and related of- 
fenses against the laws of California, 


But the questions raised by the of- 
ficers’ conduct while investigating the 
case are serious. The police strongly 
suspected petitioner of illegal book- 
making but were without proof of it. 
On Dec. 1, 1951, whilé Irvine and his 
wife were abéent from their home, an 
officer arranged to have a locksmith go 
there and make a door key. Two days 
later, again in the absence of occupants, 
officers and a technician made entry 
and installed a concealed microphone. 

A hole was bored in the roof of the 
house and wires were strung to trans- 
mit to a neighboring garage whatever 
sound the microphone might pick up. 
Officers were posted to listen. 

On Dec. 8, police again mage sur- 
reptitious entry and moved the micro- 
phone, this time hiding it in the bed- 
room. Twenty days later they again 
entered and placed the microphone in 
a closet. 

Each of these repeated entries of 
petitioner’s home without a search war- 
rant or other process was a trespass, 
and probably a burglary, for which any 
unofficial person should be, and 
probably would be, severely punished. 

Few police measures have come to 
our attention that more flagrantly, de- 
liberately, and persistently violated the 
fundamental principle declared by the 
Fourth Amendment as a restriction on 
the Federal Gov- 
ernment that “the 
right of the people 
to be secure in their 


persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, 
against unreason- 


able searches and 
seizures, shall not 
be violated. .. .” 

The decision in 
Wolf, vs. Colorado, 
for the first time 
established that 
‘the security of 
one’s privacy 
against arbitrary 
intrusion by the po- 
lice” is embodied in the concept of due 
process in the Fourteenth Amendment. 

But Wolf, for reasons set, forth there- 
in, declined to make the subsidiary pro- 
cedural and evidentiary doctrines de- 
veloped by the federal courts. limita- 
tiens on the tes. 

We are urgéd to make inroads upon 
Wolf by holding that it applies only to 
searches and seizures which uce on

our minds a mild shock, while if the © 


shock is more serious, the statés must 
exclude the evidence or we will reverse 
the coriviction. We think that the Wolf 
decision should not be overruled. 

Never until June of 1949 did this 
Court hold the basic search-and-seizure 
prohibition in any way applicable to 
the states under the Fourteenth Amend- 
s we pointed out, 
31 states were not following the federal 
rule excluding illegally o d evi- 
dence, while 16 were in agreement. 

There is no reliable evidence known 
to us that inhabitants of those states 
which exclude the evidence suffer léss 
from lawless searches and seizures than 
those of states that admit it. Even 
this Court has not seen fit to exclude 
illegally seized evidénce in federal cases 
unless, a federal officer perpetrated 
the ng. Private detectives may use 
methods to obtain evidence not open to 
officers of the law. ~~ ~_ 

But admission of the evidence does 
not exonerate the officers and their 
aides if they have violated defendant's 
constitutional rights.

Justice Clark: 


Had I been here in 1949 when Wolf 
was decided I would have applied the 
doctrine of Weeks vs. United States 
to the states. But the Court refused 
to do so then, and it still refuses today. 
Thus Wolf remains the law afid, as 
such, is entitled to the respéct of this 
Court’s membership. 

In light of the “incredible” activity 
of the police here it is with great re- 
luctance that I follow Wolf. Perhaps 
strice adherence to the tenor of that 
decision may produce needed converts 
for its extinction. Thus I mérely con- 
cur in the judgment of affirmance. 


Justice Douglas, Dissenting: 

The search and seizure conducted in 
this case smack of the police state, 
not the free America the Bill of Rights 
envisaged. What transpired here was 
as revolting as the abuses arising out 
of the writs of assistance against which 
James Otis complained. Otis in his 
speech against the writs had this to say: 

“Now one of the most essential 
branches of ish liberty is the free- 
dom of, one’s house. A man’s hoyse 
is his castle; and whilst he is quiet, he 
is as well guarded as a prifice in his 
castle. This writ, if it should be de- 
clared legal, would totally annihilate 
this privilege. Officers may enter our 
houses when they please; bare suspicion 
without oath is sufficient.” 

In those days courts put their sanc- 
tion behind the unlawful’ invasion of 
privacy by issuing the general warrant 
that permitted’ unlimited searches. 
There is ne essential difference be- 
tween that and-the action we take to- 
day. Today we compound the grievance 
against which Otis complained. Not 
only is privacy invaded. The lawles®

REATHES there the man 

with soul so dead that he 

has not heard of the 
gabby Gabors of Budapest? 
If so, he must be a hermit 
who never reads the public 
prints, listens to the radio or 
watches television. Indeed, 
for a group of girls who have 
little. beyond their looks to 
work with, the Gabor sisters 
have made a sizable dent in 
the public consciousness of 
America. 


And now they have invaded 
the bookstores, or rather, sis- 
ter’Eva has, via this “gay and 
impudent memoir.” To any- 
one who has heard the charm- 
ing Eva mangle the English 
language on television, this 
effervescent little composition 
will come as quite a surprise, 
for it is couched in smooth 
and beautifully grammatical 
prose. Can it be that Miss 
Gabor has suddenly mastered 
our language or has some 
anonymous ghost smoothed 
out the kinks for her? If the 
latter, this reviewer salutes 
the nameless artisan for a 


first-rate job‘ of brick-building 
without much straw.

Gabor is neither a great ac- 
tress nor a great -wit—merely 
a great beauty with a pen- 
chant for publicity.

That was ap- 
parently the last time she 
listened to, a man, judging 
by the way she conquered 
males in Europe and later in 
America.

As Secretary of State for Ire- 
land, Secretary of the Regen- 
cy during the interval between 
the death of Queen Anne and 
the accession of George I, 
member of the Board of Trade 
and finally as Secretary of 
State for the Commonwealth, 
he was a devoted and highly 
capable administrator.

ONCURRENTLY his writ- 
C ings for the Spectator and 
other pamphlets, his verses 
and in particular, his tragic 
play “Cato” brought him Con- 
tinent-wide fame. Those were 
the times when literary 
achievement was actually an

This view 
is seconded by C. S, Lewis but 
with a different emphasis. 
“Almost everything which my 
own generation ignorantly 
called Victorian seems to have 
been expressed by Addison,” 
wrote Mr. Lewis and he

YRON called Mont Blanc 

the “monarch of moun- 

tains,” but that was well 
before George Everest, the 
British surveyor and geogra- 
pher (1790-1866), completed 
the trigonometrical survey of 
the Himalayas in 1841 and 
first fixed the position and 
altitude of the world’s high- 
est mountain. For his geodet- 
ical work—“some of the finest 
of its kind”—he was knighted 
in 1861 and immortalized by 
the naming of the magnifi- 
cent peak after him. 


Measuring the mountain 
was one thing; surmoenting 
it, something immeasurably 
different. Its lure and chal- 
lenge promised consumma- 
tion heroically climactic for a 
sport and endeavor starred 
with the hard-won triumphs 
of Balmat and Paccard (Mont 
Blanc, 1787), Whymper (Mont 
Blanc, 1864; the Matterhorn, 
1865; Chimborazo, 1880; Acon- 
cagua and Tupungato, 1897), 
Conway of Allington (the 
Karakoram, 1892), Herzog 
(Annapurna, 1950), and others. 
For Everest thrusts higher 
(29,002 feet) than any moun- 
tain mass yet established in 
mathematical record, into air 
so rarefied that lassitude un- 
mans the most vigorous; into 
cold so intense that it ex- 
hausts or cripples the body 
and erodes morale; among 
pitiless winds that blast the 
bleak ridges at 80 and 90 
miles per hour.

contract) but restricts such 
transfer to one such move of the 
player by the same clubs.

Time for a Change. : 


HE hue and cry over bas- 
ketball rules is reaching 
fever pitch again and now 
comes the president of the 
National Association of Col- 
lege Basketball Coaches with 
a well-defined plan. 

Eddie Hickey, the veteran 
St. Louis U. coach, is the 
head man in the association, 
and the law-trained Hickey 
shows his flair for codifica- 
tion along with his deep in- 
terest in the welfare of the 
game. 

He goes beyond the simple 
act of knocking on the head 
the highly criticized one-and- 
one foul penalty that permits 


| a player a second chance if 


the first free throw is missed. 

Hickey’s suggestions, as list- 
ed for publication in the 
coaches’ national bulletin, not 
only would put a heavier pen- 
alty on fouling—as it had 
been hoped the one-and-one 
would do.. His ideas would ih 
addition make a special fea- 
ture of that “parade to the 
foul line” which many people 
find an objectionable and un- 
interesting part of the game 
as it now is played. 


Moreover, the Billiken coach 
would install measures that 
would remove another unsat- 
isfactory part_of the game— 
that is, the fouling out of star 
players before the finish, a 
development which frequently 
results in the outcome of a 
contest being. decided by the 
lesser players of one or both 
of the teams.

25,000 Fewer Missouri Fishing Licenses. 
N THE basis of nation-wide statistics, Missouri’s fishing rates 
higher than its hunting. In the year that ended last June 30, 


this state was tenth nationally in the number of fishing 
licenses sold, but only seventeenth in sale of hunting perfhits.

However, there were almost | 
25,000 fewer fishing licenses | 
sold in Missouri than in the pre- | 
ceding year. The figures, as re- | 
leased by the United States Fish 
and Wildlife Service, show sales 
in this state totaled 630,455 in 
1952-53 as compared with 654,- 
268 in 1951-52. 

From July 1, 1952, to last June 

30, hunters in Missouri bought 
332,689 licenses. Non-residents 
are barred from hunting deer— 
@ regulation that affects total 
sales. 
' Missouri’s ranking in the 
amount of revenue collected on 
licenses was higher in both the 
fishing and hunting categories 
than in the number of permits 
sold. Based dh amount of fees 
received, this state was eighth 
nationally in fishing and thir- 
teenth in hunting. 

What is the state’s top spot 
among fishermen? A_ recent 
survéy by a Missoufi Cofiserva- 
tion Commission biologist shows 
Lake of the Ozarks ranks No. 1 
among the impoundments, fo}- 
lowed by Wappapello, Clearwa- 
ter, Bull Shoals, Lake Taney- 
como and lakes at August A. 
Busch Area at Weldon Spring. 
Meramec Favorite River. 

HE Meramec was the river 
T favored by most fishermen. 

Next in order were the 
Osage, Gasconade, White and St. 
Francis. 

Such rivers as the Current, 
Grand, Black and James, which 
were the delight of bass fisher- 
men in years past, were sur- 
passed even by the muddy Mis- 
sissippi in the popularity poll. 

St. Louis anglers average 14.1 
trips a year, compared, with 14.7 
by Kansas City residents, 17.6 
by Springfield fishermen and 
29.6 by those living in the St. 
Joseph area.

3— The biggest hazard to the aged in many institu- 
tions concerns fire. Many of these homes are firetraps. 

» In two of the worst recent fires in homes caring for 

old folks, the fire spread because it fed on fibreboard 
and plywood construction. 

4—Other safety hazards exist. Most frequently, they 
include steep, dark stairways; slippery floors; small

rugs; other obstacles to free movement; and extreme 
overcrowding. 

§—Poor health and medical care “exist in many 
homes under every type of auspices.” There are re- 
ports of homes which do not keep medical or narcotic 
records and leave narcotics exposed in open cabinets. 
In addition, misuse of narcotics and barbiturates has 
been frequently reported and sometimes prosecuted. 

That isn’t all. 

The string of abuses, fantastic cruelty and other 
less than civilized treatment of old people in some 
instances could be listed in volumes. 

There is the case of a nursing home proprietor who 
reportedly fed patients dog and cat food, another who 
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Nursing home fire in Largo, Fla., cost 33 lives last year. These are the remains 


took crutches away trom a man so he would be con- 
fined to his bed, and yet another who, now and then, 
would give a patient a well-aimed kick. 

The Committee report after listing the shameful in- 
adequacies unearthed points out: 

“Persons familiar with homes responsibly managed 

..May consider the conditions described as exag- 
gerated or infrequent. These conditions, however, have 
been reported from all parts of the country, from 
large and small communities and were confirmed . . .” 

That means exactly what it says. The shocking con- 
ditions of homes for the aged are not confined to 
one city, one state, or one area. They exist from 
Maine to California, from Florida to Oregon - and 
through the Midwest and across the country, east 
and west. 

Let's look at those conditions firsthand again with 
some of the people who gave PARADE signed state- 
ments -and interviews. All these people live in Florida. 
However, the conditions they describe are not confined 
to Florida. They exist throughout the U. S. 

Miss Annie Jones, who worked at a home in a 
Florida city as a licensed practical nurse, said: 

“When I was there (working at the home), it was 
awful. It was not fit for a home. It wasn’t sanitary. 
The ceilings were falling and the beds were wearing 
out. 

“It was never clean. There were so many in a room 
.~. that you couldn't clean them. The bathrooms were 
never sanitary . . . The commodés were always running 
and leaking. The place was full of trash. The attic 
was a firetrap for sure. 


‘Once, ! Fell’ 


REMEMBER her (the proprietress) cursing and 

reviling a patient in front of his wife and threat- 

ening to send him to.an insane asylum when 
he argued with her about the way he was being 
treated.” 

Talking about the same home, Bill Brown, said: 
“Once I fell unconscious. I was unconscious for four 
days. When I woke up I was feelin’ weak and sick. 

“I was in a small room with a man who was dyin’. 
I had no dresser. and I was just with nothin’—not even 
a washstand. When I had my meals, there was no 
table. I had to set my platter down on the floor and 
eat there. 

‘She (the proprietress) was the cussingest and 
cursenest person in the world. I heard her curse one 
old man because he asked her to get him some smok- 
ing tobacco. 

“She likes ta have bed patients. They have to put up 


bie ce RS inane. a oo 


with any kind of treatment. They can’t walk around. 

Who is the proprietress of this nursing home? The 
records of the clerk of a county criminal court in 
Florida, show that this woman served one year in the 
county jail for operating a “house of ill fame, resorted 
to for the purpose of prostitution or lewdness .. .” 

Here is the statement of Mrs. Ellen McKay, of 
Tampa. She visited her friend Mrs. Jean Hanson, 
before Mrs. Hanson died: 

“On one occasion, she was just lying there, with 
her mouth open gasping, ‘water, water.’ She finally 
roused herself and asked me weakly to go down for 
a glass of water. 


‘Odor Was Terrible’ 


667 NEVER COULD find the nurse or the lady in charge. 
Mrs. Hanson's bed was filthy. The odor was ter- 
rible. She was lying there without a nightgown. 

They had some paper pads under her. They were 

soaked with urine and the mattress was soaked all the 

way up to her shoulders. 

“I was horrified. I was sick for days afterward.” 

Another friend of Mrs. Hanson who also visited 
her before her death was Mrs. Frances Cole, of 
Tampa. She described the bleeding bedsores on Mrs. 
Hanson's back and added: 

“The sheet stuck to her back. We had to pull it off. 
I was shocked. I'd say that home was a firetrap, too. 
That place ought to be closed fast. If they ever had a 
fire there, they'd never be able to get those old people 
down those crooked stairs.” 

The home in which Mrs. Hanson died is still open. 
As this is written, it is operating full swing. 

Mrs. Edith Dow, of St. Petersburg, is the nurse 
with 30 years experience who left one “rest” home 
because she “couldn't take conditions there.” 

She said: 

“The woman who ran the place just didn't seem to 
care. She said to me once, “Now if any of them (the 
patients) pass away, let me know.’ ” 

Those statements are part of the national picture. 
Florida has its fine institutions, but it has its institu- 
tional jungles, too. 

One authority on the problem in Chicago told 
PARADE: “You can go to any state, close your eyes 
and find appalling conditions in homes for the aged.”

HOLLYWOOD. 
HE WAY people talk here, you'd think 
the first rocket ride to another planet 
will be launched from a movie lot. 
And the talk isn’t entirely idle. 

Producers started dreaming about plots for 
“space” movies—and some of their dreams are 
right on the scientific beam. 

ivan Tors is one producer who has found 
himself keeping up with science. 

His first space film, “Magnetic Monster,” 
was all about a strange magnetic element 
that doubled its size and power every eleven 
hours. A month after he made it, U.S. scien- 
tists announced that matter can evolve from 
empty space. 

“Gog,” his next effort, featured a mechani- 
cal man who could work with deadly ele- 
ments. Later, General Electric revealed it had 
built O-man, a robot created especially to 
handle dangerous materials. 

Tors’ third science-adventure film, “Riders 
to the Stars” (a current United Artists re- 
lease) concerns itself with rocket flights into 
outer space to capture meteorites for experi- 

“It’s uncanny, but recently a new scientific 
book has been published here which empha- 
sizes the importance of analyzing meteorites 
in space research,” says Tors. 

Tors used to keep busy writing romantic 
movie scripts like “Song of Love,” “That 
Forsyte Woman,” and ‘In the Good Old 
Summer Time.” His lifetime hobby was read- 


Flying Saucers 


NE pay I was reading about flying 
saucers,” he says. “I knew | should 
go to work, but I wanted to continue 

reading about flying saucers. Right then | 
decided to combine work and hobby.” 
. Tors firmly believes that space movies are 
the “lift” that Hollywood needs. 
“No medium can handle them as well,” he 
says, “especially with the advent of the wide 
screen. Also, there's a tremendous audience 


for them—a whole generation of youngsters - 


who are growing up with radio and TV space 
serials, want to see more of them.” 
Science film addicts are a tough audience. 
“They can spot anything that’s incorrect 
or phoney,” says Tors. “I don’t have to worry 
about hair styles. or dress lengths any more, 
but I do have to worry about such things as 
pressure chamber control boards!” : 
To keep his films authentic, Tors works 
closely with government and university re- 
search laboratories. Even his sound effects are 


genuine, recorded during rocket test flights 
or at jet plane takeoffs. 

“I'm probably the only man in the U.S. 
with a centrifuge (a whirling machine) in his 


-backyard,” says Tors. “The neighborhood 


kids love it: fo them, it’s a scientific merry- 
go-round.” : 

He also has his own radar equipment, 
space suits copied exactly from U.S. Navy 
suits, flame throwers, radio-controlled minia- 
tures of rocket ships and a 500,000-volt 
cyclotron. 

“About the only fake prop I've used to 
date was a meteorite,” says Tors. “A real one

He set up a “Human Factor Laberatory” 
to test male and female reactions to various 
scientific tests.

Once he hired one of Hollywood's top 
stunt men, a brawny fellow of over 200 
pounds, for a centrifuge machine test. His 
test companion was a slender, 100-pound 
actress. :

collapsed and went home. 


Tors says every science adventure movie 
must have its villain—uncontrolled nature— 
its hero and its quota of pretty girls. However, 
he insists the pretty girls all have a high 1.Q. 

When he interviewed lovely Martha Hyer 
(see opposite page) for the role of a rocket 
flight instructor in “Riders to the Stars,” he 
made ner pronounce a long list of words like, 
betatron, thematic apperception, gravitational 
density, cosmic radiation. 

Miss Hyer didn’t miss one! 

She got the job.

A girl engineer tells how to succeed in a man’s job 


AMERICAN industry is crying for engineers. It 
needs 35,000 a year. Yet our colleges are turning 
out only 30,000 a year. 

One answer to this manpower shortage is 
womanpower. But only one co-ed in 2,100 tries 
engineering. Here is the first person story of one 
of those girls.—The Editors. 


DETROIT, Mich. 
HEN 1! TOLD my high school English 
teacher I had decided to study engi- 
neering, she looked at me in amaze- 
ment. 

“What, Lucille?” she asked. “And 
build roads through the jungles in South America?” 

People are slow to give up the idea that every 
engineer wears muddy boots and bosses tough 
construction gangs. 

They're even slower to admit that a mere girl 
might master the vitals of machinery or electronics. 
But-the attitude is changing. __

aimed at testing the mechanical aptitude of girl 
high school graduates.

Many a girl by-passes engineering simply be- 
cause No one ever suggests it to her. And others

You Can Wear Silk Blouses 


CAUSE engineering is changing, the doors are 
open for more and more girls. 
' Nowadays, an engineer wears a white col- 
lar—or a silk blouse—and sits at a desk. 

A dozen new fields have opened—theoretical, 
electronic, research, design. A sharp mind, not a 
strong back, is the basic qualification. 

Engineers are needed for jobs that aren't “pure” 
engineering—technical writing, libraries, tests, sales. 
And in any of these jobs, a woman fits as weil as a 
man. 

Many industries still have a stout barrier against 
women, Others have hired them in desperation— 
and discovered they work out fine. 

“How in the world did yow happen to become an 
engineer?”

A thousand times, someone has asked me that 
question. It wasn't, as one Wayne University co-ed 
once whispered, “a different way of meeting boys.” 

I guess the real reason is that I'm lazy. 

As a girl, I always tried to figure the easy way to 
do things. That’s engineering. : 

My father operated a radio repair and appliance 
shop, and he let me help him. . 

But a test like the one here really decided it. 
I had never given engineering a glance, until the 
test showed “dominant interest and aptitude for 
engineering.” 

And then | thought, “Well, why not?” 

It took a real selling job. I don't think my family 
was convinced even when | graduated, six years 
later, from a Wayne-Chrysler Corporation engineer- 
ing training program: 


Finding a Job 


was the only girl among 300 men. 

Then I set out to find my field of engineering. 
First, I tried technical writing. 

“A man's job,” the employer told me. The tough- 
est part was convincing him to see me and then 
to give me the job. The.rest of the work was noth- 
ing that any woman couldn’t handle as easily as 
@ man. 

There were rough spots. The job involved con- 
tact work, and some contacts were reluctant to ac- 
cept a woman as readily as a man.

When I was 
a kid, people used to say hello to me. I never knew 
what to answer.” |

and crossroads communities, and that’s what gives it 
its down-to-earth, folksy flavor. The weather, doings 
on the farm, happenings on Main Street and local 
characters—these are the subjects that sooner or later 
inspire flashes. of homey wit. Some of Shriner’s best 
stories are in that pattern. 

“We had a weatherman in our town when I was 
a kid,” Shriner recalls. “He had to quit his job after 
a while. His corn healed up. 

“Our local dogcatcher, on the other hand, kept his 
job for a long time, even though he wasn’t very good 
at it. Trouble was, he didn’t know what to catch ‘em at. 

“Laziest man in our town was a fellow who'd never 
worked a day in his life. When he died, his wife fixed 
him good. She put his ashes in an hour glass, so he'd 
have to be working every day—all day. That was the 
only work he ever did.” 

Romance has always blossomed under the Indiana 


moon, even under difficulties. 

“At home,” Shriner says, “we'd take our girls out 
to spoon in a rumble seat. It was always real crowded 
—even in the summer time when you could leave the 
lid up. 

. “But winter always put a damper on romancing. 
A lot of girls used to wear braces on their teeth. 
You'd kiss them on a real cold day, and it was like 
kissing a sled runner . . . your lips’d get stuck! 

“Us farmers used to get up awful early. In fact 
we'd get up so early that our clothes were still warm 
from the night before. A lot of Indiana boys who went 
into the Army never did get used to five o'clock 
reveille. They couldn't sleep that late.” | 

Before the days of radio and TV, there wasn’t much 
in the way of outside entertainment in the prairie 
towns. People depended mostly on carnivals or county 
fairs for their fun. Occasionally a stray troupe of

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“play actors” would wander into town. 

“One time,” says Shriner, “a professional outfit came 
to town and everybody got pretty excited. They put 
on Shakespeare's ‘Romeo and Juliet,’ but it was sort of 
a flop. We'd had the Boy Scouts do it a while before, 
and everybody knew how it came out. 

“One of the favorite attractions was the ‘human 
fly.” Every once in a while, one of these fellows came 
to town, and then all the kids wanted to be human 
flies, too. 

“Kid I went to school with—real tall kid, about 
seven feet—he bought this human fly suit so’s he 
could put on an act. But we didn’t have any tall 
buildings in town—they were only one story high. 
Well, this kid hung onto the side of the feed store 
all day long and nobody noticed him.” 

Town characters, of course, were always up to 
something that made good story material. Shriner 
tells about the movie house operator who was highly 
respected by everybody, because every time there was 
a funeral he'd close down the theatre. He was re- 
spected, that is, until people found out he was renting 
the movie seats from the undertaker. 


Snitched Jelly Beans 


6 E HAD one fellow,” Shriner goes on, “he was 
W wr of a pickpocket—a shoplifter. He used 

to go into the general store and snitch jelly 

beans. People would say: ‘Oh, Homer's kleptomaniac- 


' ing again.’ They didn’t mind—except when they found 


out he was snitching only the black ones. 
“We also had one kid so tough that when he was 
six years old his family ran away from home. 


“Later on he used to take toothpicks from restau- © 


rants where he didn’t even cat. He got caught some 
years later when he tried to sell luminous sundials to 
tell tite at night. He had got away with it for a while 
because folks went to bed so early they couldn't tell 
whether the sundials worked.” 

Midwesterners have always had a gift for “making- 
do”—use it, make it over, wear it out. That is prob- 
ably a holdover from the old pioneer days, when it 
was a matter of getting along with what you had. 

Hand-me-down clothes, of course, were the rule in 
‘almost every family. Says Shriner: “If there was a

suit that still had some wear in it, they wouldn't throw 
it out—they'd just have some more kids. 

“We had some awful large families while trying to 
make the suits and the kids come out even. 

“Lots of times, when you saw a kid on the street 
you could tell who he was and what family he came 
from just by the suit he was wearing.” 

Shriner recalls that even some of the town institu- 
tions—like the hospital—came in for a share of good- 
natured ribbing. 

“Our little hospital over the shoe store,” he says, 
“had no such thing as private. They only had semi- 
private—two in a bed. 

“But the nurses were very sanitary in the operating 
room—they all had fly swatters. The doctor was very 
sanitary, too. He wore rubber gloves everywhere he 
went. Only time he'd take them off is when he was 
operating.” 

Shriner's whimsical humor is in the great tradition 
of George Ade and Kin Hubbard, two old-time news- 
ee eee eee nee oem Smpctely uf 
Midwestern wit. 

Ade was a columnist on the old Chicago Record 
at the turn of the century. One day he dreamed up 
what he called “fables in slang.” They made him 
famous. 

For a time, he ran one “fable” a week in his column. 
Then the fables appeared in book form and before 
long everybody in the United States who could read 
was laughing fit to bust. 

The titles themselves are uproarious. For example: 
>» The Fable of the Honest Money-Maker and the 
Partner of His Joys, Such as They Were. 
> The Fable of the Preacher Who Flew His Kite, 

But Not Because He Wished to Do So. 
> The Fable of the Parlor Blacksmith Who Was 
Unable to Put It Right Over the Plate.

Though Ade spent most of his life i in Chicago, he 
was a Hoosier. He was born in Kentland, Indiana. 

It is kindly 
and generous, yet it crackles like a dry cornstalk in 
an October wind. 


Remember ‘Abe Martin’? 


ET ANOTHER Hoosier who made Midwestern 

humor famous is Kin Hubbard. Unlike George 

Ade, Hubbard wasn’t a native Indianan. He was 
born in Bellefontaine, Ohio. He moved to Indianapo- 
lis, got a job on the Indianapolis News and worked 
there from 1904 until his death in 1930. 

Hubbard created “Abe Martin,” the cracker-barrel 
philosopher of Brown County, Indiana. There is 
scarcely a Midwestern newspaper reader of the older 
generation who didn’t turn, first of all, to the Abe 
Martin cartoon, captioned with one of his droll ob- 
servations on the human race. 

Abe Martin was a slack-jawed character with a 
pipe in his mouth who usually sat on a barbed wire 
fence. His comments ran something like this: 

@ “Woman's work is never done. Ther's allus some- 
place on her face she’s missed.” 
@ “Our idee of a happy coincidence is soft, easy col- 
lars_for men, an’ short skirts showin’ up simultane- 
ously.” 

@ “A never failin’ way t'git rid of a feller is (tell him 
patie ar fer his own good.” 
@ “While goin’ after fishin’ worms in a ficld where 
his wife was plowin’ Tipten Bud found a Indian 
dart.”** 

Here, then, is a sampling of Midwestern humor— 
from George Ade to Kin Hubbard to Herb Shriner. 
It has qualities all its own—warmth, kindliness, a cer- 
tain bite when bite is called for, and a sort of built-in 
regional pride. fo 

As Shriner says: “Back home we had a saying— 
“Too poor to paint, too proud to whitewash.’ ”

MONTE CARLO, Monaco. 

N THE postage-stamp sized principality of 

Monaco, home of the fabulous casino 

at Monte Carlo, a youngster dashed 
home from church bubbling: 

“Maman, Maman! Guess who heard con- 
fession today? ... Harry Truman!” 

The boy had his Americans mixed. But 
ex-President Truman in their church or the 
man who broke the bank, at Monte Carlo 
couldn't have created more of a stir than the 
Very Rev. J. Francis Tucker, of Wilming- 
ton, Del. 

Tongues have been clacking steadily since 
Canon Tucker, three years ago, started to 
serve staid Monaco age-old religion with a 
strong flavor of American democracy. 

“Shocking” and “scandalous” are a few 
of the nicer adjectives the more mosshacked 
Riviera residents apply to him. 

But people are flocking to his church in 
greater numbers, and a new spirit is sweeping 
the little principality. 

That’s why most Monacans think “La 
Pere Tookerr” arid his American accent are 
tops. The kindly, white-haired priest would 
win a popularity contest among the younger 
fry hands down. 

They adore him because, unlike other 
Monaco adults, he takes time to play. 

He never fails to hand out ice cream, 
pastries and American candy and chewing 
gum with a lavish hand. 

A Paris magazine once labelled Canon 
Tucker's easy-going antics “Yankee vaude- 
ville.” But around Monte Carlo, the voices 
seldom rise above a whisper. 

The priest has the absolute backing of 
»rince Rainier Hl, absolute ruler of Monaco’s 
24,000 subjects and 370 hilly acres. 


| A ‘Texan’ Prince 


F was the prince's idea to import a priest 
as palace chaplain and pastor of the 
Church of St.. Charles in the heart of 

Monte Carlo. 

The prince had been a liaison officer with 
a Texas outfit in World War II and was sold 
on the American system. An American might 
be just the man to shake Monaco out of its 
religious lethargy. 

At the time, Canon Tucker was councilor 
general for his order, the Oblates of St. 
Francis de Sales, at the Vatican. 

The first American in the order, he had

“They said I'd lose my congregation,” he 
recalled. “But I never wanted a congregation 
like that in the first place.” . 

Monaco’s working folk loved it. 

“We merely changed the church to fit the 
people’s needs,” Canon Tucker said. 

From the lowest to the highest, Monte 
Carlo gaped when the priest piled a load of 
workers’ children in his car and headed for 
the beach. 

Even more open-mouthed were the chil- 
dren, who watched the smiling priest pop 
into the surf in a black bathing suit. 

Nor could Monte Carlo fathom a priest 
who doffed his collar and played soccer with 
the St. Charles Parish School team. 

How closely prince and priest work to- 
gether is shown by “The Prince's Cadets,” a 


46-piece, high-school-age band. 

They were glancing through a Wilmington, 
Del., high school yearbook when the prince 
stopped at a photo of the school band. 

“Why can’t we have something like that 
here?” he asked. 

The priest wasted no time in transplanting 
Wilmington to Monte Carlo. He ordered uni- 
forms from the United States while Prince 
Raimier rounded up instruments. 

Canon Tucker beat off a flank attack that 
wanted to name the group “something digni- 
fied like the Fanfare of the Church of St 
Charles.”
